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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the prior art promoter 
combinations require a pnictogen component (US patent 5,905,053), a lanthanide component (US patent 5,958, 844) or a germanium or 
tin component (US patent 5,854,167) and such components are taught as having a metarial effect on the basic characteristics of the 
promoter combinations and accordingly are excluded from the compositions set forth in Applicants' claims through use of the "consisting 
essentially" phrase. Such argument is not persuasive, because "consisting essentially" phrase does not close the claim to all other 
materials, only those contrary and inimicable to the claimed invention, In re Janakirama Rao, 137 USPQ 893. In this case, the catalyst 
as disclosed in the applied references, i.e., US patents '053, '844 and '167, even with the extra component, is still suitable for being used 
in a process for oxidation of ethylene to ethylene dioxide as required in Applicants' claims. In other words, the presence of the extra 
components in the catalyst of the applied references does not have any negative effect on the performance of such catalyst in the 
process of producing ethylene dioxide from ethylene.
